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Sir  William  George '’usin?,  who  , mastol 
of  the  music  to  Queen  Victoria  from  1370  til 
the  present  year,  has  die  ! in  the  Engadino  froirJ 
ncuto  pneumonia.  Ho  was  only  sixty  years  on 
ago.  As  a boy  ho  entered  tho  choir  of  Her', 
Majesty’s  Chapel  Iioyal,  though  lie  did  not  re 
main  loner,  being  sent  to  tho  Brussels  Conserva- 
toire in  1844.  He  was  only  sixteen  when  he 
appeared  in  public  as  a pianoforte  soloist,  and 
in  tho  same  year  ho  was  appointed  organist  to 
the  queen’s  private  chapel.  In  1851  ho  was 
made  assistant  professor  of  the  Royal  Academy, 
and  soon  after  professor,  and  from  1867  to  1883 
lie  was  conductor  of  tho  Philharmonic  Society. 
Sir  William’s  compositions  include  "Gideon,” 
an  oratorio  produced  at  the  Gloucester  Festival 
in  1871,  and  numerous  instrumental  works. 
Last  year  he  received  tho  honor  of  knighthood, 
in  company  with  Sir  Joseph  Baruby  and  Sir 
Walter  Parratt. 
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
